IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend claims 21, 27, 28, 29, and 32 as follows: 

2 1 . (Amended) A method of manufacturing a light-emitting device, said method 
comprising: 

forming a light-emitting layer^omprised of InxGaj.xN on a sapphire substrate, 
wherein the light-emitting layer has an indium mole fraction X and emits light of 
wavelength (nm) = 1239. 8/Eg (e\p 5 such that the emitted light has an energy level Eg < 3.4 * 
(1 -X) + 1.95 * X- 1.0 * X * (1/-X). 

27. A method according to claim 21, said method further comprising: 
disposing a buffer layer comprising A1N on the sapphire substrate; 
interposing a first clad layer comprising n-GaN between the buffer layer and the light- 
emitting layer; and 

forming a second clad layer comprising p-GaN doped with magnesium over the light- 
emitting layer. 
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
